2IOODY ON REVIVALS.

Man' people, and not a few good
people too, object to special effort"! for
promotion of religious morals. As this
is an occasion of such an agitation in
this city, it may be interesting to read
what Mr. Moody, the prince of revival-
ists, has to say in justification of great
social movements of this kind. In one
of his talks on this subject lie said:

First, we must believe in revivals. I
do not sec how any one who reads his
bible can say one word against reivals.
Why, louk at the great revivals iu
Moses's time, and those under Joshua
and David and Josiah. Think of the
great gathering that Ezra had, when all
the people stood in the street all day
fo" a revi' a' meeting. Moreover eveiy
denomination that I know anything
about is the result' of some revival.
The Episcopalians say they are apostolic.
That takes tlicni back to Pentecost,
when three thousand were converted in
a single day. The Lutherans proclaim
in their very name the great revival un-

der Luther. The Quakers-spran- from
the revival under George Fox, the
Methodists from that under the Wes-
ley?; and more than that, four fifths of
the names on the church rolls y are
those of persons converted in a revival.
They make 'the best workers. They
are more likely to hold out. A man
converted and entering a cold church is
like a baby thrown into a snow-drif- t;

but in times of revival the church is
warm, ready to receive the new-bor- n

souls. I don t believe in spasmodic ef-

forts, when the churches rouses for a
few days, only to go back to sleep again
for a year, or for five years. But God
has his special harvest seasons in nature;
why not in grace? The longer I live
the more I believe in revivals.

But second. We must get things out
of the way for a revival. When the
Savior came of old, John cried; "Pre-
pare ye the way of the Lord." I be-

lieve that in many places the Spirit of
God is grieved, and his blessing is with-
held, simply because we crowd him out
of our churches. We hold meetings
during the week of prayer, and Chris-
tians are getting warmed and revived,
and the hearts of sinners are melting;
but the moment the week is over we
clear the way for the sociables and lec-

tures and concerts things which dis-

tract the minds of the unconverted, and
scatter their serious thoughts. Shall it
be so this winter in your churches,
brethren? Will you gratify the eyes
and ears of the people around you,
without making earnest effort to save
their perishing sculs? How important
it is that the meetings should bo con-

tinued, tht room should be made for
the Lord to work. What a wave cf
blessing would sweep over this country
if our churches would all agree to let
fiiesc thintjs goN this winter, aad give

.
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themselves with all their might to the
work of saving souls!

The whole history of the Christian
church justifies special and indefatiga-
ble agitation. No more docs the history
of the church than the history of all
social movements, political, philantro-phi- c

and moral. The public cannot be
awakened to act even upon its most
important interests without agitation.
However we have temperance agitations,
political campaigns, tariff discussions,
silver controversies, all attend with
meetings, addresses, parades, petitions
and other demonstrations designed to
interest the indifferent and give an im-

pulse to action to those who sit down
in inaction. .rni .LeaveuwQrtn lias
just passed through a railroad revival.
In order to secure the desired result it
was necessary to hold meetings, have
addresses, work the press, see individ-
uals and thoroughly agitate the com-
munity. Of course all these things
are right, necessary and inevitable
where great interests are involved.

Mankind is more indifferent to moral
questions than to temporal, even though
the latter may involve to a considerable
extent the former, for certainly no one
can doubt that any community whose
indivivuals regulated their actions by
the work of God, would enjoy a higher
degree of prosperity, and happiness
than one whose citizens did not. Not-

withstanding the relation of temporal
and moral interests man is prone to neg-
lect the latter, and often nothing but a
cannonading with hot shot will awaken
him to their consideration. It is a great
blcsbing to any community to be agitat-
ed until all the nconle think and talk
about the Bible, religion, death and
eternity, and though some may be of-

fended and say it is making common
that which is sacred, and belongs only
to the heart the closet, many others in
the long ages to come will look back
with gladness to the time and place
where they were aroused from moral in-

sensibility and inaction. 0. J. N.

commission aid in betting up, conductiug, or car--

ing on a game so pet up, carried on or conducted
for compensation, percentage, orcominuMon, shall
be fined $500 and cots, and confined in the peni-
tentiary not less than one orniore than three jears.
He 'hall be deemed inf xinous after conviction, u::d
be foretr disqualified from exercising the right of
suffrage and from holding any office of honor, trust,
or profit, w hethcr it be State, county, city, or mu-
nicipal, and shall not be competent to testify in
any case or proceeding, civil or criminal. "The
judgment or conviction in every ci-- c recite
such infamy and disqualification, and shall not be
valid without sucli recital.

Sec. 2. Change of n une of any of the games, ta-
bles, machines, or contrivances included in this
act shall not prevent the conviction of any person
violating the provision thereof.

fcee 3. An indictment for violating any of the
provisions of this act may chirge the accused in
one count w ith the commission of any or all of the
oilenscs set fortn in tnis act.
